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by-laws. The Minister of Health has given his 
decisions on the objections referred to him by the Council 
under Section 8 of the London Building Act (Amendment) 
Act, 1935, and the by-laws will become operative on 
January 1 next. The final stage of creating a new and 
flexible code for regulating building in London is thus 
reached, and as from January | the construction of London 
buildings will for the first time be controlled by a set of 
by-laws which have due regard to progress in building 
knowledge and technique. 


The London County Council is to be congratulated on. 


the completion of a monumental work, and no small share 
of the credit must fall to Mr. H. Berry, the Chairman of 


the Town Planning and Building Regulation Committee, - 


who has devoted himself unsparingly to a long and arduous 
_ task, in the execution of which he has patiently discussed 

* every point of principle and detail with representatives 
of the building industry. A word of appreciation is also 
due to the representatives of the professional Institutions 
and trade associations who have so carefully ‘‘ vetted” 
the draft by-laws the Council has placed before them from 
time to time, and examined their possible effect on the 
sections of the industry they represent. 

The full implication of the by-laws will only become 
apparent as they begin to affeet the everyday work of 
those whose activities they govern. Criticisms will un- 
doubtedly emerge, and possibly even before the ink is 
dry applications for waiver will be made. For they are 
not, as the Building Act was, an immutable code but may 
be modified or waived by the Council at its discretion, 


in relation to a particular building, and may be amended - 


_ from time to time in the light of experience gained in their 
working. 

Of the by-laws themselves, little can be said here. 
There are 183 of them, and we must content ourselves 
with brief reference to some of the major provisions. 
Mention must be made of the by-laws for the use of con- 
structional timber, which is now controlled for the first 
time. There is no mention of timber in the Consolidating 
Act of 1930, and it is not clear why timber by-laws should 

‘ ‘become necessary in these days of reinforced concrete and 
steel. They have, however, been carefully drawn up, 
and appear to involve no change in good practice. They 
have, indeed, one excellent quality, a quality which runs 
throughout the whole of the by-laws, in that they open 
the door to the economy which results from scientific 

. design, while not insisting that. scientific design should be 
substituted for rule of thumb in every case. Section 2 
sets out rules for calculating the size and spacing of timbers, 
while Section 3 gives rules for determining their size and 
spacing when calculations are not made. Either set of 


Tules may be used. A good deal of midnight oil will. 


probably be burned in builders’ offices in the search for 
the hidden meaning of these rules; it seems quite im- 
possible to reconcile legal phraseology with technieal 
clarity, but no doubt prophets will arise to interpret them, 
and write explanatory handbooks. . 
_ In the general by-laws brick construction is dealt with 
in @ similar manner and the same alternative of “ rule of 
thumb ” or scientific design is admitted. The thickness 
of a brick wall may be determined according to certain 
stated rules, which follow closely those in the London 
Building Act, 1930, or it may be calculated, and the limit 
‘of permissible stress in brickwork of stated quality is defined. 
The by-laws relating to concrete, while not wholly free 
N criticism, are workable; two grades of concrete, 
ordinary and Quality A, are recognised. When the latter 
is used, as in reinforced concrete, higher stresses are per- 
mitted, but it is subject to certain preliminary and works 
tests, which should cause no serious inconvenience. It 
will disappoint those who interest themselves in the progress 
of concrete to find the slump test given pride of place in a 
chedule all to itself. . 

Part VIII contains a large number of rules relating to 
such matters as electric ovens, gas-heated geysers and 
Similar appliances, which are doubtless sound in them- 
selves but which throw a good deal of additional work 
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= London County Council has made its building. 


and responsibility on the district surveyor, whose powers 
of discretion are widened in nearly every direction. 

The by-laws relating to structural steel follow closely 
the requirements of the Code of Practice which was adopted 
by the Council in 1932, and has since been used as a basis 
for applications for waiver from the requirements of the 
third schedule of the 1930 Act. The findings of the final 
Report of the Steel Structures Research Committee of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research appear 
to have been ignored in drafting them. 


The wording of By-law 86, requiring that the effective 
length of a column sh&ll be assumed to have a value de- 
pendent upon the efficiency of the imperfect restraint at 
one end is rather loose, and may cause a magistrate some 
difficulty in determining the seriousness of offences against 
it and assessing a penalty for its non-observance. 


By-laws 92 to 118 confer a charter of freedom on the 


reinforced concrete engineer. They lay down certain 


maximum stresses in concrete and in reinforcement, and 
certain rules providing for such matters as cover to rein- 
forcement, but rigid insistence on specified methods of 
making calculations, such as were contained in the 1915 
Regulations, is abandoned. The path to progress in this 
most modern branch of building construction is unob- 
structed. ; 

It is difficult to believe, however, that it is with the 
concurrence of the professional Institutions that the 
“loading” clause (By-law 4) has been approved by the 
Minister. This must surely be one of the first to be dealt 
with under the waiver process and amended at the earliest 
possible moment. _ It appears to give an unfair advantage 
to timber construction and involves unnecessarily com- 
plicated calculations in steel and reinforced concrete 
construction. 2 

It is disappointing that the Minister of Health should 
have seen fit to strike out that part of By-law 157 as 
previously published which afforded appeal to the Council 
from the decisions of a district surveyor. That clause 
was welcomed by the building industry, which saw in it 
an instrument for securing some degree of uniformity m 
the administration of the by-laws in the various districts 
into which the County of London is divided. Doubtless, 
however, that situation will be dealt with in the new 
Building Act which is now in draft, on‘the lines recom- 


mended by Sir Robert Tasker’s Committee on the Amend- — 


ment of the London Building Act, 1930. 

Perhaps the most important sentence in the by-laws is 
that. printed immediately below the title: “Attention is 
drawn to the Council’s power of modification or waiver 
under Section 9 of the Act.” 

Section 9 empowers the Council, in relation to any 
particular building, to modify or waive any of the require-. 
ments of any by-law made in pursuance of the Act, and it 
requires it to keep for public inspection a register of all 
such modifications or waivers, showing the terms and 
conditions under which they have been granted. . This 
power of waiver is exceetlingly important, and it is no less 
important that its existence and purport should be known 
to everybody who has to work under the by-laws. It 
means that while the by-laws are sufficiently definite 
for all ordinary purposes, they are not so rigid that they 
cannot be departed from with the knowledge and approval 
of the Council when-special conditions arise, and it also 
permits the introduction, under proper safeguard, of new 
materials and new methods of construction. The register 
of waivers will, furthermore, automatically indicate the 
number of modifications of any by-law which may be 
authorised when it has become obsolete and due for 
revision. 

The Council has agreed that after three years it will 


invite the observations of interested parties upon the 


working of the by-laws and consider their revision in the 
light of such observations. The building industry will 
thus have an opportunity of testing them out in actual 
practice, and during the intervening period it will be 
protected by the Council’s power of waiver from any 
hardship it may unwittingly impose.

R.1,B.A. Council Decision. 

Ar*the mieeting of the Council of the 
R.1.B.A., held on December 6, it was de- 
cided to issue a statement of the 
Council’s policy on the subject of official 
architecture, and to appoint a Joint Sub- 
Committee composed of representatives 
of the Executive Committee and Official 
Architects’ Committee -to prepare this 
statement. Steps are being taken to 
appoint the sub-committee, and it is 
hoped that it will meet at an early date.

Architecture and the 
Duchy of Cornwall. . 

Tue King’s Coronation tour of the 
Duchy of Cornwall offers an opportunity 
for drawing attention to the fact that the 
authorities of the Duchy are particularly 
sympathetic and understanding to the 
needs of architects and builders. The 
Duchy was wise enough to make use of 
the skill of competent architects in 
planning the working-class flats which 
have been erected in Kennington. The 
rural cottages on the manors of the 
Duchy in Cornwall, Devon, Dorset, 
Somerset and Wiltshire are well looked 
after. Care is usually taken in carrying 
out any repairs that the reconstruction 
will not spoil local amenities. As the 
Duchy owns all the tidal waters in the 
County of Cornwall and the tidal waters 
of the Salcombe estuary and the river 
Dart in Devon, the officials can exer- 
cise considerable influence upon local 
estate development. They exercise a 
jealous éye over the control of foreshore 
rights, and watch over building develop- 
ments of all kinds. :

Royal Fine Art Commission’s 
Sixth Report. 

Tue annual (sixth) report of the Royal 

Fine Art Commission* is a lively docu-

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ment, treating as it does subjects as 
seemingly far apart as heights of build- 
ings and the topheaviness of the Fire 
Brigade’s brass helmets. 

The Commission has made a further 
examination of the varied responsibilities 
borne by town planning authorities in 


regard to the planning of London, and 


finds it regrettable—in connection with 
the continuous rebuilding in and around 
London, chiefly on the old frontage lines 
and generally of increasing height—that 
the corresponding enlargement of open 
space and thoroughfare has been so dis- 
appointing and that, as it has proved 
difficult to effect appreciable alignment 
and replanning, congestion tends to in- 
crease. The Commission, therefore, views 
with favour the London County Council’s 
suggested formula as a general standard 
for the control of heights of buildings in 
determining town planning schemes, in 
which the maximum overall. height has a 
direct relation to the width of the streets 
upon which they abut. Nevertheless, the 
‘Commission regrets that permission to 
exceed the statutory restrictions to build 
upwards is constantly being sought. 

The lack of uniformity in height is also 
referred to. Town planning practice 
should recognise the importance of mass, 
composition, sky-line, and the design of 


those ‘‘ architectural features,” such as- 


towers or pavilions, which are permitted 
irrespective of the height of the main cor- 
nice. ‘‘ Special height levels,’ the report 
continues, “‘ should be applicable to par- 
ticular ranges of buildings, and these 
may vary from street to street, but 
wherever attainable the balanced sky- 
lines of Nash and Pennethorne are 
advantageous.”

New Public Buildings: 
Commission’s Comments. 

Or no little interest are the Commis- 
sion’s comments on buildings projected 
by the Government, such as the G.P.O. 
Extension in King Edward-street, the 
Faraday House extension in Queen Vic- 
toria-street, and the new Whitehall 
Government Offices.

We are glad, therefore, to think 
that the anxiety expressed in our leadin 
article last week is unfounded. . 

In regard to the new Whitehal} 
buildings, the Commission have also been 
active. Modification of the area to be 
covered caused the original scheme to be 
recast, which resulted in a building 
planned to be 150 ft. high in the centre, 
Representations by the Commission haye 
resulted in a final design showing a height 
in the lower part of 87 ft., with four attic 
blocks measuring 121 ft. 6 in. to the ridge 
of the roof. 

The Scotland Yard extension also has 
come within the Commissioners’ purview, 
and they have given as their opinion 
‘that the authorities were under no obli. 
gation to reproduce the style of the exist. 
ing police building designed by Norman 
Shaw.”

Air Force Buildings: 
Improvement of Design. 

THE Commission, at the request of the 
Secretary of State for Air, have considered 
the improvement of the artistic and archi. 
tectural effect of Air Force buildings, 
“We represented to the authorities,” 
states the report, ‘“‘that...a_ certain 
formality in site-planning has not only 
architectural advantages, but will give the 
effect of a well-ordered unit, and that an 
appropriate use of colours and materials 
will further add to its homogeneous 
appearance.” A number of schemes for 
new aerodromes have since been gub- 
mitted to the Commission, which reports 
“a very notable improvement in style 
and lay-out.’’ The report covers the period 
from February, 1934, to November 2, 1937.

ro all town planners and to all those 
architects who read, talk, and dis- 
cuss town planning, there. is a lesson to 
be learned by the simple process of 
driving a car sixteen miles from London 
and back along the following route. I 
must warn you first that depression is 
bound to result from the drive, though 
fortunately there are suitable antidotes. 

Drive the car to Shepherd’s Bush, and, 
after extricating your - car from 
the traffic jam “‘ round the Bush,” go via 
the White City and turn into the 
Uxbridge-road, and proceed towards 
‘Uxbridge. 

‘On your right you will see a housing 
‘echeme of brick pantiles not unlike those 
at Welwyn, and you may realise at the 
sight of these houses that the contem- 
porary architecture of white cement and 
flat roofs is probably not the solution 
for the small house. Brick and pantiles 
does lend itself to the English scene, and 
the sash window prevents a spectator 
seeing too clearly the somewhat muddled 
existence of the occupants.

Drive on and you will eventually come 
to a wide by-pass, where you move for- 
ward at a comparatively fast speed, and 
get from one point to another compara- 
tively quickly. It’ is- possible to lunch 
in a modern “ pub ” on good food served 
well by smooth waiters, It is also pos- 
sible to watch aeroplanes ascending and 
descending at a roadside aerodrome. 

Arrived at Uxbridge, an old English 
town can be seen in the strangle—-hold 
of multiple stores and current bad 
taste. From Uxbridge, drive through 
Denham, and there, sixteen miles from 
Town, is an old English village; with its 
dominating white Dutch house, its 
bridge over a small stream, its two 
inns, and its half-timbered cottages 
lining the winding road. 

Drive the car on to the by-pass again, 
and witness the film studios marking the 
encroachment of industry in the country; 
and note the block of flats intended to 
catch the custom of the executants of 
the industry. 

* * 

And then turn the car round and drive 
through Uxbridge towards London on the 
road which begins with tram-lines 
(although disused), and continue 80 
until Shepherd’s Bush is reached. 

If this road (with its late nineteenth- 
century architecture, its occasional new 
cinemas, its characterless ‘ pubs.”” and 
cheap little shops) does not thoroughly 
convince you of the misery of the lower 
middle classes, then either you are not 
sensitive, or I am hyper-sensitive. 

The whole scene presents a puzzle, 
because it ie obvious that to cut clean 
through the country by means of by-pass 
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roads is eventually more practical, but 
leads to the equally practical though 
depressing thought of industry rearing 
its ugly head in the country. The alterna- 
tive to heavily populated cities produces 
the more depressing effect of this 
dreadful return drive; and a _ solution 


-lies in the adoption of one or the other 


principles. I am very much afraid that 
the open road and the decentralisation 
of industry will take place, helped nor- 
mally by the comparatively new method 
of motor transport. 

It is such a thought that makes 
England suddenly appear the gmail 
island that it really is, for the sense of 
space is only possible by the achievement 


of solitude. 
* * * 


Since writing the above notes, an inci- 
dent has occurred which, in spite of the 
futility of attempting to prevent a 
natural social growth, gives one a glim- 
mering of an idea of something that can 
be done in the way of recording history. 
The scene was a London club on a rather 
dreary Sunday evening, and Frank 
RansForp had been invited to show a 
number of what he called ‘“ unusual 
films” to tired members. The films 
were short, and consisted of :—(1) A study 
in pictorial higher mathematics; (2) A 
colour film of Cornwall; (3) A documen- 
tary of the Cheviot Hill; (4) A G.P.O. 
product called “ Night Mail”; and (5) 
A further documentary of the village of 
Laxton. 

Apart from the mathematical study, 
which opens up a vista of learning by 
pictorial method, the films collectively, 
in retrospect, brought clearly to one’s 
mind that an historical record of 
England is possible by means of the 
cinema; and will serve to make concrete 
those memories which the C.P.R.E. 
(Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England) cannot hope to record factually. 


* * * 
The one film that stood out as being 
ideal, in so far as historical record is 


concerned, was the film of Laxton, which 
had been made by Mr. Lampert 


‘—whom you may remember as a princi- 


pal in the “‘ Mongoose” case—and the . 


basis of the documentary was the precise 
history of one of the last of the intact 
medieval villages of England. Old maps 
were photographed, and took on an 
amazing sense of animation. The present 
village was. photographed, and _ the 
present maps were so illustrated as to 
make clear in one’s mind the whole 
physical aspect of that village. Further, 
the documents having a medieval pre- 
cedent were juxtaposed with the present 
documents relating to the jurisdiction of 
the fields; and although all this seems 
rather like an educational film for schools, 
I swear it would absorb any spectator, 
ranging from those who cherish GarBo to 
those who admire Pupovx1n. 


, * * & 
Since I am interested in photography, 
I suppose it was natural for me to feel 


after this evening a desire to rush into 
the making of small films on Architec- 


~ture; but I see no reason why the 


R.1.B.A., for instance, should not have, 
as a group subsidiary to the Exhibition 
Committee, a group of interested persons 
who should create a nucleus of a library 
of films giving a clear record of those 
cultural things which are soon inevitably 
to become fragmentary memories. There 


are windmills and villages; half-timbered 
houses and bridges; ships and craft-work; 
early machines and methods of transport. 
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It is probable that I see more in this 
than is practicable; and it is more than 
likely that I am not the first to have 
thought of it in this particular light; 
but to the R.I.B.A. and all architects } 
commend the thought as something 
worth. while.

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DESIGN DETAILS 


iX.—CHIMNEYPIECES, 
By ‘“* DOMUS.” 


Sincg the introduction of gas and elec- 
tricity for domestic heating purposes, fire- 
place design has seen rapid changes. 
Nevertheless, the open coal-burning fire 
remains a firm favourite. The best con- 
femporary examples carry on a great 
jradition peculiar to England, where, 
since about the middle of the 12th cen- 
tury, wall fireplaces have been the most 
favoured means of providin; warmth for 
domestic rooms. 

The development seen through five cen- 
juries shows a gradual process of refine- 
ment, which runs parallel with that found 
in home furnishings. Thus we find the 
prick fireplaces of Tudor England, to- 
gether with the massive (often rough). 
furniture such as a great trestle table or 
a weighty “ boxed” chair. After an 
interval of 400 years, however, mantel- 
pieces in highly wrought marble (or the 
less costly variants in carved painted 
pine) had been produced to accord with 
the superb satinwood furniture of 1800. 
--The chimneypieces, no Jess than the 
grates themselves, in period examples, 
convey in an astonishing way the modes 
and manners of our ancestors, hinting at 
the atmosphere in their rooms, their 
furnishings and fashions. In years to 
come contemporary fireplaces may echo 
for our descendants the fashions of this 


_age; whether they will emulate these with 


that sure conviction that we find in all old 
examples is questionable. 

Until the end of the 18th century, 
English fireplaces fell into three distinct 


-categories. There are the many and varied 


designs in brick and stone, dating from 
the early years on one hand; on the other 


‘the designs that owe so much to the tre- 


mendous influence of the brothers Adam. 
Between these extremes come the Renais-

sance examples, including the types em- 
bodying Gothic and classic motifs com- 
bined to produce chimneypieces that are 
as typical of their period as whole build- 
ings dating from the early part of the 17th 
century. But there are others, too. 
These have the purer Renaissance quali- 
ties and were introduced by architects in 
the reign of Charles I. An outstanding 
name is that of Inigo Jones. Since his 
time fireplace designs have been largely 
influenced by architects; prior to it they 
were designed by master masons and 
joiners. .

The reign of Charles II marks a most 
important time for all who are interested 
in the furniture of by-gone days, and it 
marks the time when the fireplace was, 
perhaps, more especially designed along 
with the decoration of rooms than had 
been the case previously. The magnifi- 
cent suite of apartments at Hampton 
Court Palaee hag wonderful specimens 
designed by Sir Christopher Wren. Many 
incorporate mantel-mirrors or “ over- 
mantel ” pictures; most are enriched with 
Grinling Gibbons carving. 

Near by the earlier Cardinal Wolsey

rooms with’ their lower ceilings and wains- 
coted walls. provide an instructive con- 
trast.. Here are the great wide brick 
chimneypieces without. mantelshelves. and 
arched with stone four-centred flat 
arches. These seem entirely harmonious 
with the heavy oak furnishings of the 
period. Are brick fireplaces equally right 
in the rooms of to-day, with their more 
comfortable and smoother furnishings? 
We may not like a fireplace such as that 
shown in Fig. 1, but, as architects, we 
must marvel at its astonishing -“ right- 
ness ”’ for the 1760’s. This Chinese Chip- 
pendale specimen accords perfectly with 
rooms and furnishings of its period. The 
slightly earlier and rather heavier 
Georgian furnishings were on the wane— 
Thomas Chippendale, now in a prominent 


epost 
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position as London’s leading cabinet 
maker, was quick to supply furniture 
that he thought would make a new appeal. 


.Hence -the.remarkable period in his pro- 


ductions known: as-hig Chinese period. 
The‘carved stone chimneypiece in Fig. 2 
shows a studied respect for classical pro- 
portions. Its heavy qualities combine 
with its dignity to make it peculiarly 
appropriate to the early Georgian furni- 
ture—those marvellous, sturdily built 
chairs of ample proportions. Very often 
these had massive legs enriched on their 
knees with the satyr .mask—a feature 
which seems the absolute and only com- 
plement to. the carving seen in this stone 
chimneypiece.. The stone in this example 
is of a cool grey tone. It looks magnifi- 
cent with the gilt of the frame of an im-

portant portrait picture over it, besides 
being perfectly harmonious with blue and 
white Chinese pottery or red Chinese 
lacquer ornaments... , 

In the same way, chimneypieces ‘dating 
from 1680-1725 seem entirely suited to, the, 
fine walnut and lacquer furnishings of 
these. years. They usually have a wealth 
of splendid realistic carving. 

Fig. 3 takes us back. 50 years earlier— 
to. the 1620’s. when oak furnishings. had 
reached their zenith. Here is_a fireplace 
perfectly suited to the “ hall ”’ of.a house 
of the period. Unlike all succeeding types 
this and earlier chimneypieces are ih 
themselves features of dominant interest. 
They do not rely on a considered scheme 
of wall or dado panelling for their recep- 
tion, but are equally right. when. adjoined

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by oak wainscoting or roughly plastered 
walls. ‘Their overmantels are splendid 
pieces of joinery endowed with the quali- 
ties found in such furnishings as the 
Elizabethan draw-table and “‘ buffet” as 
well as the stools and chairs of their time. 


Perhaps the most outstanding name 
eoncerned with fireplace design is that of 
Robert Adam, architect, furniture-designer 
and decorator. Whether he owed much to 
Thomas Chippendale or whether Chippen- 
dale owed all to him must forever be 
Certain it is that between 
them these two men brought English fur- 
nishing to a pitch of excellence which has 
never been surpassed. Among the splen- 


did work produced nothing is more char- - 


acteristic than the wood and marble 
mantelpieces dating from the last quarter 
of the 18th century. 


A very good idea of a room of the period 
is afforded by Fig. 4 (one of the recently 
arranged “‘rooms”’ at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, London). Here we see 
a splendid white marble mantelpiece (de- 
signed by Robert Adam for 15, Portman- 
square) alongside mahogany furniture of 
the period, and surmounted by a land- 
scape picture by Richard Wilson. The 
grate dates from 1770, and is in pierced 
steel. : 

The demolition of the Adelphi has pro- 
vided the opportunity for the nation to 


. secure a truly wonderful room of the 


period, and this, ‘‘ The David Garrick 
Room,” is now reconstructed in the 
Victoria and Albert Museum at South 
Kensington,. London. Its carved and 
painted pinewood mantelpiece seems in- 
separable from the whole, and, like any 
one part in a work of art, inherent with 
it. Now that the reconstructed room has 
been redecorated and furnished with fine 
satinwood, and with a carpet of the 
period, the whole effect is one of astonish- 
ing beauty. Here is an instance of the 
genius of Robert Adam at its best. Even 
if we can never surpass the qualities 
found in 18th-century interior decoration, 
it is good to remember that the complete 
architect should have a deep knowledge 
0“ all the interior appointments of a house, 
with ‘ts furniture and its fabrics, if he 
ever hopes to produce architecture that 
worthily carries -on a tradition. largely 
built up by such great men as Wren and 
Robert Adam. 


Among these “ furnishings ’”’ fireplaces 
take a prominent place. . They may be 
designed to harmonise with a very special 
scheme of furnishing, or they may be 
treated as focal points. In each case their 
size and scale, in relation to the whole 
room, should receive most careful study. 
Too often, a fireplace seems either too 
large or too small. :

Official Architecture. 

Str,—For years belittling of official 
architects has been the ‘‘ professional 
conduct” practised by many free-lance 
architects, for no reason other than a hope 
for more grist to the private mill. The 
R.I.B.A. has allowed, and thereby con- 
doned, this bickering in the past, and now 
would appear to foster this antagonism 
through the public inaugural address of 
the President. 


However, recent letters of protest show 
that official architects are now accepting 
the challenge. This gives the Council the 
opportunity of proving, whether or not it 
has a common interest in the welfare of 
all sections of its members. Unity is more 
essential than ever if the R.I.B.A. hopes 
to maintain its position as the mother 
Institute, and an earnest endeavour 
should be made to establish a more con- 
structive policy. 

For obvious reasons, the members of the 
R.1.B.A. Councils of the past (composed 
chiefly or solely of private architects) 
have practically ignored the humiliating 
fact that numbers of official architects are 
compelled to practise as unrecognised 
appendages on the staffs of engineers, 
land ‘stewards, and even parks superin- 
tendents. 

This policy of the Institute, coupled 
with prolonged and destructive hostility 
by individual private architects, is now 
reaping the obvious results—the opposi- 
tion by the Institution of Municipal and 
County Engineers to the Architects Regis- 
tration Bill. ca 

Had the R.I.B.A. endeavoured to safe- 
guard the interests of its ‘“‘ official ’’ mem- 
bers, and helped to gain professional 
recognition where it was due, the status of 
such architects might now be such that 
no reasonable opposition could be made 
by the civil engineering profession. 

Will the R.I.B.A. have the courage to 
face this issue? If so, it would be of vital 
interest to know the total percentage of 
architects dependent on some form of 
official employment. I challenge the 
Institute to furnish a complete census of 
its members, including all members of the 
Allied Societies (not members of the 
R.1.B.A.) and all Registered Architects, 
so that the following information can. be 
obtained :— 


1. The total number of architects per- 
manently or temporarily employed as 
principals, deputies, sectional heads or 
assistants, in any whole-time appoint- 
ments under every Government or Local 
Government Authority. 

2. The total number of architects and 
assistants temporarily employed in whole- 
time appointments by private business 
firms, etc., including private estate archi- 
tects, and so on. 

3. The total number of architects. in 


private practice as principals or partners 


—including salaried partners. 

4. The total number of assistants em- 
ployed by private architects under head- 
ing No. 3. 

In conclusion, it is ridiculous for 
private architects to sneer at the archi- 
tectural work of official architects—or 
vice versa. Good architecture is the result 
of personal and individual attainment, 
regardless of whether an architect is em- 
ployed officially or privately. Destruc- 


tive criticism can only. undermine the 
status of the profession as a whole. 

Nothing can stop the majority of 
authorities from having the greater part 
of their architectural services*catried out 
by salaried offcials of one sort or 
another. Therefore, it behoves the archi- 
tectural profession to do all in its power 
to see that this work is carried out by 
qualified architects and architectural 
staffs, and to see that their work and ser- 
vices.are duly recognised and established 
on @ basis worthy of the profession, equal 
in status to the other professions serving 
authorities in official capacities.

OBITUARY 


Hugh Thackeray Turner. 

The death is reported, at the age of 84, of 
Mr. Hugh Thackeray Turner. r. Turner 
was articled to the late Sir George Gilbert 
Scott, R.A., and went into partnership with 
Balfour, architect to the Duke of West- 
minster’s- estate. He designed many houses 
and several churches, including St. Anselm’s, 
in Davies-street, but will be best known for 
his work for the Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings. He was closely associated 
with William Morris in the foundation of 
‘“ Anti-Scrape ” as it was first called, and it 
was largely. by his efforts that the Society, of 
which he was the first secretary, was built 
up and became influential. For many years 
he was on the Committee of the National 
Trust. : 

Among his principal works in domestic 
architecture were a mansion in Park-lane, 
built for a.South African millionaire, and his 
own house at Godalming.

THESE new buildings are situated 
on the west side of .the town, on the 
main London-to-Chelmsford Road, 
in a spot known as Brook-street 
Hill. AG 

The new police station replaces 
one which was erected near the 


centre of Brentwood old town as far 


back as 1884. It is interesting to 
recall that the price paid for the 
site of the original station was 
£150. s ; 

The elevations of the new build- 
ings are constructed with red sand- 
faced bricks and stone dressings, 
whilst the roof is covered with hand- 
made Italian pattern tiles. The floor 
and ceilings throughout are in a 
fire-resisting material. 

The accommodation provided in- 
cludes upon the ground floor a 
Court 50 ft. by about 30 ft., with a 
magistrates’ retiring-room,  etc., 
police offices, male and female cells, 
male and female prisoners’ exercis- 
ing yards, together with a police 
parade room. 

On the first floor are — facili- 

ties for lady magistrates, a waiting 
room for juveniles, a room for 
magistrates’ clerks, together with 
detective offices, lost property offices 
and accommodation for special 
constables. 

On the upper floor, over Court 
No. 1, is Court No. 2, of similar 
dimensions, together with a juvenile 
court and magistrates’ retiring-room 
with facilities for witnesses and the 
probation officer. 

Accommodation for single men is 
also being provided by converting 
the original mansion which stood 


upon the estate, and fourteen 
houses are being erected at the 
southern end of the site for the use 
of police officers, with space allotted 
for the construction of a future six 
houses. The residence for the 
Superintendent is situated near the 
main entrance facing Brook-street 
Hill. 

The buildings are heated through- 
out by low pressure hot-water, and 
the artificial lighting is by: elec- 
tricity. Ample garage and parking 
accommodation for police cars is 
also provided. 

The general contractor for the new 


police station itself was Mr. Chas. 
Deaves, of Bures, Suffolk, the con- 
tract amount being £22,994. . The 
contractor for the houses now in 
course of erection is Mr. F. E. 
Smith, of Grays, and the contract 
amounts to £10,350 10s., whilst the 
conversion of the old mansion is 
being carried out by Messrs. Pavitt 
Bros., of Purfleet, at a cost of 
£3,250. The Superintendent’s house 
was erected by Messrs. Pavitt Bros. 
at a cost of £1,271, and the whole of 
the work is being carried out from 
designs by and under the super- 
vision of the County Architect, Mr.

GENERAL VIEW, 
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THE Islington Crematorium, 
which has been erected in the East 
Finchley Cemetery, is built of red 
bricks and Portland stone. The 
building is approached from a wide 
roadway leading off High View-road, 
at the northern extremity of the 
cemetery, and stands within a cir- 
cular carriage drive. On each side 
of the building Gardens of Remem- 
brance are laid out. On one 
side is a circular crazy pattern stone 
feature, in the centre of which 
stands a stone bird bath. On the 
opposite side of the building pro- 
vision is made of a large grass lawn, 
to be utilised for the scattering of 
ashes. 


The whole of the gardens are to 
be enclosed with large trees to 
screen the building and give the 
greatest amount of privacy to the 
gardens. The general layout of the 
gardens was designed by the archi- 
tect of the building, Mr. Albert C. 
Freeman. The floral and _ tree 
planting of the gardens was de- 
signed and carried out by Messrs, 
Wm. Cutbush and Sons, Ltd. 


The building comprises a large: 
octagonal-shaped cremation hall, or 
chapel, and is approached from a 
wide open stone portico. At the 
end of the hall, facing the main 
entrance, stands an enriched bronze 
catafalque, having a curved arched 
stone surround, and at the head 
of it is a carved stone opening 
fitted with a pair of bronze doors 


‘and velvet curtains through which 


the coffin will pass to the receiving 
room and thence to the furnaces. 
The internal walls of the cremation 
hall are faced with stone, the ceil- 
ing enriched with panelling, and in 
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the centre is a glazed dome... The 
floor is laid with rubber flooring, as 
shown in the view given on this 
page. Standing within a _ stone 
arched opening at the right of the 
catafalque is a two-manual electric- 
power organ. 


At the opposite end of the crema- 
tion hall are two stone arched open. 
ings, one leading to the vestry and 
waiting room, the other fitted with 
bronze gates leading to the colum- 
barium, which has stone niches to 
accommodate some 225 urns. or 
caskets. The ceiling of the colum- 
barium is enriched with panels, and 
the floor laid with marble mosaic 
paving. At the rear of the cremation 
hall is a receiving-chamber and 
furnace-room, fitted with two gas- 
operated furnaces. 


The building was erected by Mr. 
Wm. J, Jerram, building contrac- 
tor, East Ham, E., at a cost. of about 
£10,000. The gardens have cost 
about £700. The clerk of works was 
Mr. C. R. Williams.

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NEWS FROM THE SCHOOLS 


LEEDS SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 


- The Leeds College of Art Annual Exhibi- 
tion was opened by Lady Snowden on 
December 10, at the City Art Gallery. 

The Exhibition includes the work of the 
whole of the College, including the Leeds 
School of Architecture and the Departments 
of Sculpture,. Painting, Industrial Design, 
Pottery, Silverware, Cabinet Making and 
Fabric Design. The interest of the exhibi- 
tion is therefore widespread, as it indicates 
the approach to-all the arts in this large 
college, and there are encouraging signs 
that, whilst individuality is strongly marked, 
there is a growing unity of outlook in all 
the arts, particularly those most closely asso- 
ciated with architecture. 


The School of Architecture (which is under 
the direction of Mr. J. S. Allen, B.Arch., 
A.R.1.B.A.) in addition holds a separate ex- 
hibition in July each year, as the space at its 
disposal in December is not adequate to 
show the whole range of the work of the 
School. -We reproduce, however, photographs 
of a few models which are in the exhibition. 
Those for the theses show an interesting new 
approach to design of buildings on a large 
scale. ‘These models are in no way intended 
as exhibition pieces, but are definitely study 
models—that is to say, they are. prepared as 
soon as the student is able to co-ordinate the 
results of the research for his thesis into a 
scheme. The models took no longer than a 
couple of days to prepare, but as the result of 
the making of them the students have been 
able to see weaknesses in design immediately. 
They therefore serve an entirely different pur- 
pose. from those normally prepared in 
schools of architecture, which are intended 
to show in three dimensions the finished de- 
sign which has been studied only on paper. 
This seems a definite contribution to methods 
of architectural education, and. the value of 


these study models as opposed to the older 
method of sketches and drawings is con- 
siderable, , 


Lady Snowden, in her address, said that 
unless art had some effect upon the life of the 
community it would seem to have. little 
justification for its existence. ‘‘ Art for art’s 
sake, which is the abiding, continuous and 
somewhat noisy. argument which occupies the 
time of connoisseurs and dilettanti, has no 
appeal for me,’ continued the _ speaker. 
“Beauty was meant for the service and en- 
joyment of humanity and, when properly 
appreciated, cannot fail to serve humanity 
and help it forward in its spiritual evolution.” 
The Exhibition closes to-day (Friday).

Exhibition of Students’ Work. 

That there was a definite shortage of well- 
trained men in the architectural profession 
was the statement of Mr. W. 8. Purchon, 
M.A., F.R.1.B.A., Head of the Welsh School 
of Architecture, when speaking on December 
9 at the annual exhibition of designs and 
measured drawings at the Technical College, 
Cardiff. 

In the course of his address, he said: 
*‘ With regard to the question of employment, 
the difficulties of a few years ago have not 
only passed, but have been reversed, as 
there is now a definite shortage of well- 
trained men, and I could very readily place 
in good positions far more students than are 
available. How long this will continue it 
would be unwise to predict, but in any case 
the advantage will always be with the 
student who has not only taken a systematic 
course of study, but has also shown that he 
has made good use of his opportunities.” 

Referring to the progress made by the 
School since it was opened in 1920, Mr. Pur- 
chon continued: ‘‘ During these 17 years the 
School has gradually developed, first being 

ranted the ‘ Intermediate ’ exemption of the 

oyal Institute of British Architects, and at 
a later date the ‘ Final’ exemption of that 
body, which means that our éxaminations are 
recognised as exempting our successful 
students from the whole of the examinations 
leading to the Associateship of the R.I.B.A. 
Four years ago the examinations of the Welsh

School were accepted as providing a full quali- 
fication for admission to the Register which 
has been established in connection with. the 
Architects’ Registration Act. 

*“* Last session, five of our students com- 
pleted the Full-time Five Years’ Course, and 
were awarded the College Diploma, carrying 
with it the above exemptions. 

‘* Four of our students were awarded certi- 
ficates at the end of their third year, and 
were thus exempted from the R.LB.A, Inter- 
mediate Examination.” 

Having given particulars of students’ recent 
successes, the speaker referred to the visit to 
Italy, so ably arranged by Mr. John. It 
was, he said, of a fortnight’s duration, and 
about a dozen members of the School availed 
themselves of that. excellent opportunity to 
see for themselves some of the great works 
of Classic and Renaissance times, and some of 
the ge Italian cities. 

“Two or three years ago,” the speaker 
proceeded, ‘‘ we started a series of one-man 
exhibitions which have proved to be most 
helpful. educationally, as showing the pro- 
gress of one student right through the five 
years’ course. Towards the end of last term, 
we held an exhibition of the work of Mr. 
N. P. Thomas, which well maintained the 
standard set by previous exhibitions, 

“In the last 12 months, we have: had the 
great advantage of a number of exhibitions 
arranged by the. School. jointly with the 
R.I.B.A. and the South Wales Institute of 
Architects, and of the services of a ‘number 
of specialist lecturers. In this and many 
other ways the R.I.B.A. and the South Wales 
Institute of Architects have been very helpful 
to the School, while several of the leading 
local architects and members of the staff of 
the National Museum of Wales, and others, 
continue to help us individually by the award 
of prizes and by acting as honorary lecturers, 
examiners, and members of design juries.’ 

Mr. O. S. Portsmouth, President of the 
South Wales Institute of Architects, who pre- 
sided, referred to the arduous training which 
architectural students had to undergo, and 
to the. Architects (Registration) Act Amend- 
ment Bill. He said ‘‘ It is perfectly dreadful 
and amazing that the architectural profession 
should have allowed its preserves to be 
poached by every Tom, Dick and Harry, who 
frequently have neither skill nor aptitude for 
our work.”

NORTHERN ARCHITECTURAL STUDENTS. 

The current issue of the Journal of the 
Northern Architectural Students’ Association 
is a bright and lively effort, well printed and 
produced. The letterpress contains, among 
other contributions, an article by M. le Cor- 
busier on “ The Future of the Architectural 
Profession,’ in which the Swiss author de- 
plores “‘ the confusion and error which reigns 
on all sides through lack of plans.” M. le 
Corbusier continues : ‘‘ My line of conduct is 
to take up my position on the basis of the 
plan; with my feet firmly planted upon it I 
can affirm with conviction that such and such 
reforms are necessary, that such and such initi- 
atives must be taken. The plans will show 
that in order to safeguard the indispensable 
benefits of individual liberty, profit by collec- 
tive effort, and put a stop to the frenzied waste- 
fulness of our present-day towns, it 1s neces- 
sary to prepare for the realisation. of com- 
munal enterprises. To-day we must rescue 
from misery millions of human beings, vic- 
tims of neglect and egoism. Build dwellings, 
reform the cellular unit of our towns, equi 
the countries of the world—that is the tas 
that lies before us all.” 

Other contributions include one by Miss 
Hazel M. Darracott (Liverpool School) which 
asks the question: ‘‘Is architecture a suit- 
able profession for women?’’ Some may 
recall Sir Edwin Lutyens’s opinion—given in 
reply to a question as to what was the future 
fn architecture for women: “It depends, ”’ 
he said, ‘‘on what architect they marry. 
‘Women have made sufficient progress in 
architecture to rob this dictum of a good deal 
of its truth. Miss Darracott puts up a 
spirited defence of her subject, and closes by 
suggesting “‘ that it is only the less-intelligent 
man student that objects to woman entering 
the lists.” 


ROYAL WEST OF ENGLAND ACADEMY. 

Speaking at the annual meeting of the 
Royal West of England Academy at Bristol, 
Sir Francis Cowlin, the chairman, said that

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THE PROTECTION OF 
CHURCHES 
IMPORTANT ARCHITECTURAL 
PRINCIPLES, 


Important architectural principles in con- 
nection with new churches and extensions and 
renovations of old churches are laid down in 
*“* The Protection of Our English Churches,” 
the seventh report of the Central Council for 
the Care of Churches, published for the 
Central Council by the Press and Publications 
Board of the Church Assembly, Church 
House, 2, Little Smith-street, Westminster, 
8.W.1, price 2s. 6d. Special emphasis is laid 
on the preservation of Renaissance work, 
which suffered from mistakes made during the 
Gothic Revival in the nineteenth century ; and 
@ serious warning is issued to the Parochial 
Church Councillors against neglect of the 
system cf Diocesan Advisory Committees. 

The Report, which is illustrated by 
numerous photographs, surveys the first 
21 years’ working of the system of the Ad- 
visory Committees for the protection of 
English churches and notes that considerable 
headway has been made already, something 
like a “silent revolution’? having been 
effected in the vital questions which concern 
the repairing of ancient buildings. 

Dealing with new churches, the report 
observes : ‘‘ A good deal of dissatisfaction has 
been expressed in the country at the con- 
tinued lack of adequate eupervision in the 
case of new churches and their fittings. 
Some of the new churches have been wel- 
comed as examples of vital and interesting 
architecture, while others have been criticised 
as unworthy and without architectural sig- 
nificance. It is suggested that if the Church 
of England is to preserve her good name in 
artistic matters it is essential to secure that 
those responsible for new churches and their 
fittings should seek advice from the Diocesan 
Advisory Committee or the Central Council 
before decisions are made with regard to the 
design of new churches and their ornaments.”’ 

Under the heading ‘‘ Renaissance Work ” 
the Report states :— : 

“Of great importance is the complete 
change that the Advisory Committee system 
has made in the Church’s attitude towards 
the work of the English Renaissance. A few 
uneducated people still occasionally voice the 
old prejudices against what was called 
‘Georgian’ or ‘ pagan’ in Victorian times, 
but this in no sense represents responsible 
opinion in the Church of England to-day. 
The unfortunate and peculiar circumstances 
attending the removal of the church of All 
Hallows, Lombard-street, in the City of 
London, ought not to be cited as suggesting 
that the authorities intend to remove more of 
the City churches. 

“In the last seven years the huge sum of 
£123,181 has been spent upon 43 City 
churches, of which £73.088 went to the 
Renaissance churches built by Wren and his 
successors. 

““Undeniably a great deal has been done 
in recent years for the preservation and the 
better display of renaissance work, and, in 
view of some recent mis-statements, it is 
rrr egg that the public should know the 
acts. 

*‘ At the same time the Council do not 
consider the present position as to this ques- 
tion as satisfactory, and they are concerned 
at the survival, here and there, of the Vic- 
torian attitude to the art of the English 
Renaissance. This attitude is mistaken and, if 
ee in, will inevitably lead to difficulties. 

rly training and personal preferences ought 
not to be allowed to override that wise appre- 
ciation which refuses to condemn the really 
good work of any period. While artistic 
criticism is valuable in its place, it is an 
abuse of it to decry work of the eighteenth 
century merely because it is different from 
that of the fifteenth. After the rise of the 
industrial era a new kind of cheap, commer- 
cial, almost mass-production work made its 
appearance, alien in conception from all that 
went before it : some of this is in one style, 
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some in another. Buildings and fittings of 
this type can scarcely claim to be preserved 
any more than the merely cheap or commer. 
cial productions of our own time can claim 
artistic value. But there is a wide difference 
between this and the architectural] and 
artistic work of the eighteenth century, 
There is an increasing demand to-day that 
the same care which is bestowed on the work 
of the Gothic periods should also be extended 
to that of the Renaissance . . .” 

The Report expresses the Council’s appre. 
ciation for the generous action of the Pilgrim 
Trust in making liberal grants of money to 
so many cathedrals and churches, and in 
connection with the subject of ‘‘ Parochial 
Church Councils ’’ observes : “‘ The attention 
of this Council has been directed to certain 
cases which have occurred where parochial 
church councils or influential members of 
them have brought pressure to bear upon 
architects or artists on technical questions 
connected with work in churches. This is an 
abuse of the functions of a church council, 
If a church council wishes seriously to 
criticise the work of an architect after designs 
have been approved by the diocesan advisory 
committee, that criticism should be made 
through the diocesan committee. If the 
diocesan committee and the architect are in 
agreement, it is probable that the church 
council is mistaken. There are cases where it 
is necessary to remind people that those who 
have had special training are better able to 
form an accurate judgment than those who 
have had no ‘training ai all on architectural 
and artistic questions... .” 

In addition, this comprehensive Report 
covers subjects including the Report of the 
Commission on the Law Relating to Faculties; 
Renaissance monuments; noteworthy work 
done recently on Sheffield, Portsmouth, 
Coventry and other cathedrals, and in 
innumerable abbeys and parish churches; the 
employment of architects; steeplejacks ; bells; 
the danger of fire from: unsuitable installa- 
tions of electric light (on which the report 
issues @ warning); insurance; unsuitable 
colour. washes; churchyards and their monu- 
ments; surv work; tihe limits to “ the 
eccentricity of experimentalism that can be 
allowed in a church ’’; external walls and 
drainage; internal walls and roof surfaces; 
the arrangement of fittings and seating; 
stained glass (on which there is an extremely 
important section); and gas lighting in 
ancient churches. A special section on elec- 
tric lighting discusses the esthetic principles 
involved; and a report on lightning con- 
ductors contains valnahle recommendations 
based on experience and on knowledge of the 
character and effect of lightning flashes.

LIVERPOOL ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 
American and English Planning. 

At a general meeting of this Society, on 
Wed ay, December 8, a paper on 
** American and English Planning compared ”’ 
was given by Sir Raymond Unwin, illustrated 
by a large number of interesting slides. 


Sir Raymond stated that after returning 
from America, where he had investigated 
many problems of planning and housing, he 
was more and more convinced that every form 
of overcrowding, whether by tenements or 
cottages, was not only economically disastrous, 
but absolutely unnecessary. In support of 
this he stated that in London, with its 
approximately ten million people, the differ- 
ence it would make to the radius of the com- 
munity, between housing people in cottages 
at 12 to the acre, and housing them in tene- 
ments at 40 to the acre, assuming that in 
both cases rational methods of planning were 
adopted, would be only two miles. Yet London 
had increased in recent years by two or three 
times that amount. his was not due to 
spacious planning, but to unplanned develop- 
ment and to wholesale wasting of land. With 
economic, sound planning the whole popula- 
tion of the world could be comfortably housed 
in the British Isles. 


The lecturer dealt with the major economic 
conditions in America, and showed how they 
had largely governed the trends of planning. 
The country was only ‘now beginning to 
recover from the worst depression in history. 
State planning, he said. was now much to 
the fore. Out of 48 States, 42 were carry- 
ing out intensive research into every aspect 
of present-day conditions, as a preliminary to 
planning. Co-operation between planners,

ing from the Woman’s Point of View.” Mr. 
E. J. Smith, Vice-President of the South 
Wales Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, presided. 


The lecturer referred to the advantages 
and disadvantages of blocks of flats, detached 
and semi-detached houses, and terraces, par- 
ticularly drawing attention to the advantages 
of the latter as a method of obtaining accom- 
modation for workers in urban areas. She 
drew attention te the advantages of planning ~ 
in a companionable manner with compara- 
tively close grouping of houses, -and referred 
to good examples of such houses of the 
Regency period. She discussed numerous 
problems of internal planning and provision 
of various necessary appliances and fitments, 
and drew attention to the great importance 
of the provision of facilities for social inter- 
course in the shape of community centres in 
housing schemes. The lectyrer dealt 
with antiquated methods which, she said, 
were still in common use for the collection 
and disposal of refuse, and indicated a better 
method of dealing with this difficult. matter. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer was passed 
on the proposal of Mr. T. Alwyn Lioyd, 
seconded by Mr. J. S. Richards, and su 
ported by Mr. W. S. Purchon and Mr.

Land Values: Effect of Legisiation. 


Summing up an address entitled ‘‘ The 
Influence of Law Upon Land Values”? at a 
meeting arranged by the Incorporated Society 
of Auctioneers and Landed Property Agents 
on December 7, at 34, Queen’s-gate, 8.W.7, 
Mr. N, E. Mustoe, M.A., LL.B., said: ‘‘ In 
the long run the effects of the leading statutes 
of recent years will be at least to maintain 
the value of land.’”” He mentioned certain 
exceptions to this. Over short periods he 
thought that recent legislation might cause a 
diminution in the value of land and might 
even cause an estate to become unsaleable 
for a time. It would take many years for 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 1932, to 
influence land values in an upward direction, 
In the meantime, the limitation upon its use 
which was imposed by that Act would depress 
the value of the land. | Where there was 
apprehension that restrictions might be im- 
posed, the speaker pointed out that that 
apprehension would depress value even though 
it were subsequently shown that fears were 
unfounded. 

Increased demands for land for playing- 
fields, for the National Trust and for ‘‘ green 
belts ’? were likely. On the other hand, if 
the population of this country decreased, this 
would tend to effect the decrease in the 
amount of saleable land. | Apart from the 
public demand for land there were restrictions 
upon its use so that it might not be ible 
for the owner to derive the maximum benefit. 


This would diminish the demand for such 
land and emphasise the demand for any land 
which had not been ‘“ zoned.’”

- PART IV.—MISCELLANEOUS. 

[By Section 61 of the Public Health Act, 
1956; by-laws under that section may include 
provisions as to (a) the giving of notices and 
the deposit:of plans, sections and written par- 
ticulars; and (6) the.inspection of work, the 
testing of drains and sewers, and the taking 
by the local authority of samples of materials 
to be used in the construction of buildings, 
or in the execution of other works. Part IV 
of the by-laws deals with the above matters. 
By-law 128, in accordance with the provision 
contained in Section 64 (4) of the Public 
Health Act, 1956, makes the prescribed period 
in relation to the passing or rejection of 
roms in the case where they are deposited 
ess than three clear days before a meeting 
of the Council, five weeks, instead of one 
month. } 

GIVING OF NOTICES, ETC. 
Notice of Intention to Build. 

By-law 122 requires that the notice must 
be in writing, sent to the clerk or surveyor 
of the Council, and accompanied by written 
particulars of the class and nature of the 
building, the materials to be used in its con- 
struction, the mode of drainage, and the 
means of water supply. It is customary for 
local authorities to provide on request notice 
forms for use in connection with this require- 
ment. 


Delivery of Plans, etc. 

There must also be sent or delivered to 
the clerk or surveyor, plans of every floor, 
sections of each storey, floor and roof; a 
block plan of the building, and a key plan 
showing the position of the site, if the block 
plan does not sufficiently identify it. 


Seale of Plans, etc. 

A scale of lin. to 8ft. is to be used, but 
a smaller scale of lin. to 16 ft. is allowed in 
the case of large buildings. The block plan 
must be to a scale of at least lin. to every 
44 ft. 


Contents of Plans, etc. “ 

Paragraph (4) of By-law 122 deals in 
extenso with the requirements of (a) the 
plans and sections, (b) the block plan, these 
matters being necessary to show whether the 
building complies with the by-laws, or any 
conditions of exemption. 

[Nore.—Ezemption from By-laws.—The 
memorandum which accompanies the by-laws 
deals with exemptions coming within Section 
71 of the Public Health Act, 1936, and which 
are not stated in the by-laws themselves. 
Briefly; under the above-mentioned section, 
nothing in the provisions of Part II of the 
Act with respect to building by-laws, or any 
building by-laws made under that part, are 
to apply to (a) school premises erected or to 
be erected according to plans under regula- 
tions relating to grants required to be, and 
actually approved by the Board of Educa- 
tion (this requirement is taken from Section 
166 of the Education Act, 1921); (6) build- 
ings constructed by a county council or local 
authority in accordance with plans approved 
by the Minister of cog and Fisheries 
under the Small Holdings and Allotments 
Acts, 1908 to 1931, or amending Acts; (c) 
buildi belonging to statutory undertakers 
or wu by them for the purpose of the 
undertaking. But in this last case the exemp- 
tion from the building by-laws does not cover 
houses or buildings used as offices or show- 
rooms othér than buildings so used on and 
forming part of a railway station.] 


Additional Information in respect of certain 
Walls. 

When a person proposes to construct a wall 
(or part) under By-laws 29 or 30 (see Article 
VIII) or By-law 37 (2) (see Article XI), and 
the clerk or surveyor so requires, he must 
send or deliver further information, viz. : 
(a) @ specification of the materials it is pro- 
posed to use, (6) the proportion of the mate- 
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rials in any concrete or mortar (i.e., cement 
mortar, cement-lime mortar, or black moriar 
—see Article II); (c) drawings showing the 
details of construction, and, in particular, of 
any framework, and sizes and position of any 
reinforcing metal; and (d) calculations of 
strength. : 


Notice of Material Change of User. 

[By Section 62, sub-section (2) of the Act 
of 1936, there is deemed to be a -material 
change in the purposes for which a building, 
or a part of a building, is used, if (a) a build” 
ing, etc., being one not criginally constructed 
for occupation as a house, or which, though so 
constructed, has been appropriated to other 
purposes, becomes used as a house; or (0) a 
building, etc., originally constructed for occu- 
pation as a house by one family only, be- 
comes occupied by two or more families; or 
(c) where by-laws contain special provisions 
with respect to buildings used for any par- 
ticular purpose, 2 bdilting, etc., not previ- 
ously used for that purpose, becomes so 


used. ] 


By paragraph (6) of By-law 122, any 
person who intends to make a material change 
in the purposes for which a building (or part) 
is used, must send or deliver notice of such- 
change to the clerk or surveyor, whether or 
not it is proposed to execute any work in 
connection with the change. Plans or other 
documents required in connection with this 
by-law (122) must be deposited in duplicate 
(see By-law 124).

IN PARLIAMENT 


Steel Rods for Reinforced Concrete. 

Replying to Mr. Actanp, Mr. Sranzey, 
President of the Board of Trade, said that. 
the price of steel rods for reinforced concrete 
was increased with the assent of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee on June 1, 1936, 
by 6s. a ton; on January 1, 1937, by 3s. a 
ton and on May 1, 1937, by £1 19s. a ton 
for rods of untested quality, and by £2 8s. 
a ton for rods of tested and guaranteed 
quality. 

Mr. ALEXANDER asked if the right hon. 
gentleman was aware that in many cases 
where the supplies of structural steel could not 
be obtained for building clients were recom- 
mended to use concrete construction, but that 
this very heavy increase of duty was blocking 
the method of building also. 

MR, Stanzey said that the right hon. gentle- 
man would realise that these increases were 
a necessary consequence of the increase of 
steel building. 

Mr. Actanp asked the President of the 


Board of Trade what were the raw materials . 


whose cost. contributed. to the cost of pro- 
duction for reinforced concrete work, and in 
what proportions did these. several materials 
and the. necessary labour contribute to the 
cost of production; and what were the 
changes in the costs of these materials or in 
the wages of labour which occurred between 
January 1 and May 1, which justified the 
increase of £2 8s. per ton, or about 28 per 
cent., in the price of rods on the latter date. 

Mr. O. Srantey said he understood that 
the cost of production of rods for reinforced 
concrete work devended mainly on the cost 
of steel billets. The price of steel billets of 
tested and guaranteed quality rose by £2 
per ton between January 1 and May 1. 
Wages in this part of the industry were on 
a‘ sliding scale related to prices. 


Bomb-proof Government Buildings. 


On the third reading of the Air-Raid Pre- 
cautions Bill, the Unper-SecrReTtaARY TO THE 
Home Orrice, Mr. Lioyp, said that from 
information which had reached the liome 
Office it was-clear that there were a number 
of places which would probably be perfectly 
suitable for use as shelters, and, ‘normally 
speaking, it should be possible to find such 
shelings in existing buildings. For example, 
four and a half acres of cellars were recently | 
inspected under warehouses close to Moorgate, 
and at Bethnal Green there existed large 
underground vaults which were’ used in the 


-veyed 
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lag war to provide shelter for 3,000 or 4,099 
people. The Government expécted facto 
owners and owners of .business premises tg 
consider this question and take suitable pre- 
cautions-fo1 the protection of their workpeople 
im the case of air raids. The Office of Works 
was constructing seven gas chambers jp 
various Government buildings in the London 
area, so that all staff who ‘wished to 
througn a gas chamber during the course of 
their training would have an opportunity of 
doing so. ee 

The Office of Worke was carrying out an 
extensive structural survey of - existing 
Government buildings, and the most suitable 
accommodation would be earmarked for 
refuges, at which the staff would be collected 
on receipt of an air-raid warning. As re. 
garded fire-fighting facilities, a survey was in 
progress, and the necessary additional fire. 
fighting equipment. would be installed. 

Structural precautions against air attack 
would be considered in all new Government 
buildings. Rather special considerations 
existed in the case of the new Whitehall 
building. It was proposed to construct a roof 
of solid concrete to resist small ingendiary 
bumbs and offer some resistance to penetra- 
tion of high-explosive bombs generally.. The 
floors would be of solid concrete and would 
offer further resistance to bombs which pene- 
trated the roof. The second floor below the 
roof would be a strongly reinforced floor 
capable of retaining debris if the top floors 
collapsed, and a very strongly reinforced floor 
was to be provided on the ground-floor level 
to provide protection for staff collected in the 
emergency refuge accommodation in the hase- 
ment. x 

The building would be divided into 16 sec- 
tions by solid cross walls extending from the 
foundations up to the top of the building, 
These walls would not only stiffen the build 
ing against the effects of an external explosion 
but would limit the effects of an internal ex- 
plosion and the spread of fire. Various other 
precautions were being taken, and adequate 
provision would be made for emergency light- 
ing and ventilation and exits. Precautions 
‘were being considered for the protection of 
the Palace of Westminster. 


Unemployed Increase. 

Mr. Viant asked the Minister of Labour 
whether his attention had been directed to 
the large increase in the number of unem- 
ployed persons in the building trades; and 
whether he could state the extent, if any, to 
which this was due to the inability of firms 
to comply with deliveries of steel. 

Mr. E. Brown said that the increase to 
which the hon. member referred was mainly 
due to normal seasonal influences. A large 
part of the building industry was in no way 
dependent upor. stecl supplies, and he had no 
reason to suppose thut any substantial pro- 
portion of the increase was accounted for by 
a shortage of steel. In spite of the very con- 
siderable increase in the number of insured 
persons attached to the building industry 
which occurred during the past year, the 
number unemployed in the industry in Great 
Britain at November 15 was 1,840 fewer than 
at the corresponding period last year. 


The Roman Wall. : 

Corowa. Cumron Brown asked Sir G. 
Courthope, as representing the Forestry 
Commissioners, what ‘was the shortest’ dis- 
tance between the Roman Wall and any point 
of their existing properties in Northumber- 
land or Cumberland; if any land in the 
vicinity of the Roman Wall had been. sur 

a their officials; and if they were pre- 
pared to guarantee that no land which was 
within three miles of, and was visible from, 
the Roman Wall would be planted. 

Sm G. Covrrsoprs said that the shortest 
distance between the Roman Wall and the 
Forestry Commissioners’ Warke Forest was 
approximately one mile. Land in the vicinity 
of the Wall had ‘been surveyed by their 
officials. The Commissioners were no 8 
pared to guarantee as suggested, but grea 
care would be paid to the amenities in any 
planting in the vicinity of the Wall.

LIBEL ACTION BY OFFICIAL ARCHITECT. 


Jones v. ‘‘ West Wales Observer.” 

.This was a case of interest to all salaried 
architects. 
the Association of Architects, Surveyors and 
Technical Assistants, was called upon to give 
evidence as to the appropriate salary for an 
architect in local government employ. 

Mr. E. D. Jones, F.R.I.B.A., Architect 
to the Pontardawe Rural District Council, 
alleged that in a letter, signed ‘‘ Unem- 
ployed,’ appearing in the West Wales 
Observer on July 9, a statement appeared 
which suggested that he had recently obtained 
an increase in salary from the Council which 
was excessive and unreasonable, and that he 
had obtained the increase corruptly through 
currying favour with some of the councillors 
by letting them ride about in the motor-car 
which he used for his work. 

As the result of an application to the Coun- 
eil for an increase of salary, supported by the 
A.A.8.T.A., of which Mr. Jones was a mem- 
ber, he had in June this year received an 
inerease of £75 a year, making his present 
salary £425. This was the first increase he 
had received for 12 years, during which time 
his work had been nearly doubled in volume. 
He was responsible to the Council for an 
average annual turnover of new work of 
£25,000, and -for .maintenance work to the 
extent of £2,500-£3,000. - He was also re- 
sponsible for town planning and the develop- 
ment of over 20 estates, including nearly 
1,000 houses, for the supervision of direct 
labour schemes, for the administration of all 
the Housing Acts, and, in addition, since the 
surveyor was only @ part-time official for the 
construction of new roads and sewers. It 
was only recently that he had been given the 


_ assistance of an architectural assistant and a 


quantities clerk. 

‘Mr. Barr stated that the new R.I.B.A. 
Beale (which had been recognised by the 
A.A.8.T.A. in so far as jit applied to archi- 
tects but not to pishiteibanel: assistants) re- 
commended a figure of £500 as a minimum 
annual salary for an architect (i.e., ‘‘ one who 
functions in an executive capacity in the 
same way as a partner in a private. firm ”’), 


The A.A.8.T.A. had made a further applica- 


tion to the Pontartlawe Rural District Coun- 
cil, since Mr. Jones had received his increase 
of £75, for his salary to be related to the new 
R.LB.A. Scale—i.e., to. be raised +o £500. 
So far from being excessively paid, Mr. Jones 


was, in fact. considerably underpaid. In view . 


of the volume of architectural work which he 
undertook, and the considerable amount of 
non-architectural work for which he was re- 
sponsible in addition, £500 was the minimum 
salary to which he was entitled. 


_ Mr. Hovkins, editor, owner and publisher 


of the West Wales Observer, was cross- 
examined as to the source from which the 
letter came and as to what he thought was 
the intended meaning of the alleged libel. 
He contended that the letter was an attack 
on the Council and fair comment on a matter 
of public interest. The sentences chieflv 
comnlained of were: “They (the Council) 
would have liked to give the architect that 
arge increase in salary without the rate- 
payers knowing anvthing about it. . . . What 
have the ratenavers to say about that? .. . 
Are they goine to be silent when our coun- 
cillors are voting these increases so freelv— 

5 a year increase for a man who already 
receives £350—thirty shillings a week in- 
crease? . . . And T am told there is a snb- 
reno car allowance on top. No wonder 
eg gga are always seen riding in 
hes Tones stated that in 1934 he had 
- ught himself a nrivate ear, which he used 
sd mnch the greater nart of the time on 
ouncil bnciness, He estimated that. exclud- 
ing. devrecintion, his rynning expenses in 
this connection were £85 a year, but his 
allowance from the Council was only £35 a

year. He admitted that his salary, if paid 
out of rates, would amount to approximately 
@ penny rate. 

Summing-up, the judge referred to the 
letter as a ‘scurrilous’ attack, A news- 
eae ‘owed a duty to its readers to criticise 
public affairs, but one had to avoid publishing, 
under the veil of criticism, slander against 
public officials. Mr. Jones did not ask for 
excessive damages, He had stated in Court, 
at the commencement of the case, that, had 
the defendants cared even at that late hour 
to make a complete withdrawal and apology, 
he would have asked for no damages at all. 


The special jury found in favour of Mr. 
Jones, and awarded £125 damages, with 
costs, against the editor, owner, and pub- 
lisher and the printers of the-paper.

ARCHITECT’S CLAIM AGAINST BUILDER 
AND COMPANY. 
Ash v. Mendelssohn and Another. 

The plaintiff, Mr. Arthur §S,~ Ash, 
L.R.1.B.A.; chartered architect, of 1, Mande- 
ville-place, London, W., claimed to recover 
from the defendants, Mr. Heinrich Mendels- 
sohn, a builder, of Clifford Chambers, New 
Bond-street, London, W., and Progress Build- 
ing, Ltd., of the same address, damages for 
alleged breach of contract and confidence in 
connection with the sale of the Arlington 
Hotel site—which included the hotel and some 
property pg ye ia the Marine-parade, 
Brighton. e plaintiff also alternatively 
claimed reasonable remuneration for the ser- 
vices he had rendered in connection with the 
sale. : ; 

The defendants, by their defence, denied 
the allegations which the plaintiff pleaded as 
to breach of contract or breach of confidence 
in connection with the sale. Further, the 
defendants alleged that the plaintiff, in re- 
gard to the transaction, acted as principal and 
not as agent, and, therefore, was not entitled 
in the circumstances to any commission, 

Mr. C. Gallop appeared for the plaintiff 
and Mr. Geoffrey Lawrence for the defendants. 

Mr. Gallop, in opening the case, said the 
property in question was a very valuable one. 
In part, it was eventually disposed of to 
Messrs. Courage and Co., Ltd., the brewers, 
and there could be no dispute that the plain- 
tiff had been instrumental in bringing that 
company on the scene. Mr, Mendelssohn and 
the defendant company were substantially the 
same, and the view was that that compan 
alone were liable. In any case the plainti 
could only recover against one of the de- 
fendants, 


Continuing, Mr. Gallop said the defendant . 


and his company were going to sell the pro- 


_ perty to Mr. Ash in contemplation of his re- 


selling it at a profit to a party he introduced. 
It could not be contended that Mr. Ash was 
at any time in the ordinary relationship of 
agent and principal with regard to the de- 
fendants. Defendants acquired the hotel site, 
which was partly licensed propertv, and, 
wishing to sell, got into touch with Mr. Ash, 
who was in contact with a number of 
brewers, and early in 1936 it was agreed that 
Mr. Ash should acquire an option to buy the 
property and the defendants promised that 
they would only do business through him. 
In May. 1936, the defendants adopted the 
indefensible course of selling direct without 
Mr. Ash knowing anything about it. The 
defence in substance was that the undertak- 
ing not to sell directly was limited and that 
Mr. Ash had failed to exercise his option. 

Mr. Ash, in giving evidence, said that in 
the course of the negotiations. Mr. Courage 
suggested that his comnany should purchase 
only the front land of the site, The next he 
heard was that defendants had sold direct to 
Messrs, Courage. He never gave defendants 
a free hand to deal with Messrs. Courage. 

In cross-examination, Mr. Lawrence asked : 
Do you realise that Mr. Mendelssohn was 
prejudicing himself to this extent that he was 
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losing good offers in extending your option? 
—He sold the land. 

Mr. Ash denied that he had delayed or com 
fused negotiations with Messrs, Courage. 

Mr. Lawrence submitted there was no case 
for defendants to answer and no contractual 
relationship outside the option. He said that 
the name of the brewers, was not disclosed 
until after a contract had been made with 
them by Mr. Ash. 

Mr. Mendelssohn gave evidence that he 
bought the site in September, 1935, from 
Verncn’s Estate, Ltd., and had to complete 
by, September, 1936. Later Mr. Ash said 
he could not: complete the contract, and told 
him gg that he had better go to Messrs, 
Courage. Mr. Ash had-to take responsibility 
for the back land which was not sold. 

After nearing further eviden¢e for the de- 
fendants, his lordship, in giving judgment 
dismissing the action, said he thought that 
Mr. Ash was glad to be out of the. trams- 
action under which he would have had to 
take a lease of the back land. He found that 
Mr. Ash was not an agent entitled to receive 
a commission, but took an option which he 


' thought he could have exercised. 


In these circumstances he gave judgment for 
the defendants, with costs. 


Kino’s Bencu Drvision. 
Before Mr. Justice Lewis. 


ACTION BY BUILDERS’ MERCHANTS 
AGAINST BUILDING OWNER ON 
GUARANTEE. — 
Travis and Arnold v. Winham. 

In this case, Messrs. Travis and Arnold, 
builders’ merchants and timber importers, 
claimed to recover from the defendant, Mr. 
A. H. Winham, a surveyor and estate agent, 
of 25, Lower Belgrave-street, London, S.W.. 
£718, on a letter which the plaintiffs allege? 
constituted a guarantee of the account of a 
Mr. John Cox, of. Felpham-road, Felpham, 
who was building flats at Kyoto-court, Burn- 
greave Estate, Duiener Regis, Sussex, for the 
defendant. 

The plaintiffs alleged that when they re- 

uired a guarantee in December, 1936, the 
datendans wrote to them as follows :— 

-“*T am prepared to guarantee the account 
of Mr. John Cox for materials ay gree at 
the above job (Kyoto-court) only. I shall be 
glad if you will kindly advise me to what 
extent yw propose to give him credit,”’ Pre- 
vious deliveries of materials had been paid 
for by the defendant, and the plaintiffs said 
that accepting the letter as a guarantee they - 
made further deliveries to Mr. Cox. é 

On behalf of the defendant, Mr. Winham, 
it was argued that as the plaintiffs had not 
acknowledged defendant’s letter it did not in 
the circumstances constitute a guarantee. 

It was stated that Mr. John Cox was also 
made a detendant in the action and that 
judgment against him had been obtained. 

At the conclusion of the arguments of 
counsel, his lordship gave judgment for the 
plaintiffs for the amount claimed, with costs, 
holding that the plaintiffs clearly treated the 
defendant’s letter as a guarantee, and so 
informed the defendant. He (the judge) was 
satisfied that the letter constituted a bind- 
ing guarantee, and that the plaintiffs were 
entitled to succeed upon it against the de- 
fendant. 

Judement was accordingly entered for the 
plaintiffs for £718, and the costs of the action. 





Slum Clearance in Scotland. 

During October 831 unfit houses were 
closed and 3,949 persons were displaced from 
unfit houses by Scottish local authorities in 
the course of their operation of the Housing 
Acts. Since March 31, 1936, a total of 16,414 
unfit houses have been vacated and 75,482 per- 
sons displaced. In the same month 1,127 
families were removed from fit but over- 
crowded houses to larger houses, of which 
939 were owned by local authorities. This 
rate of decrowding is the highest attained in 
any. month since the passing of the Act: in 
1935. Since March 31, 1936; 13,197 fit houses 
have been decrowded.,

The work was satisfactory, but in no case 
was it on lath work. In my view, the use of 
any cement rendering on a new lathed timber 
partition is an unsuitable treatment. The 
period after which properly primed Keene’s 
may be finally painted depends largely upon 
the conditions. In good drying weather it 
should be possible to finish the work within 


four weeks of priming, but in humid spells. 


, of weather in which work dries out slowly 
and condensation is excessive, this period 
must be considerably extended.] -

Sm,—lIf-it is possible to get access to all 
faces of the oak members affected, application 
of beeswax and turpentine is effective: ‘The 
tarpentine itself has an immediate effect, and 
as this evaporates the beeswax forms an air- 
proof skin which has the effect of suffocating 
any life remaining. The application must, 
however; be-thick and thorough.

IMPROVED OUTLOOK IN THE INDUSTRY. 


Tue following statement is given in the 
current issue of ‘‘The Building Industries 
Survey” :— 

Activity in the building industry continues 
at a very high level, allowing for normal 
seasonal movements, and particulars recently 
available of the number of building operatives 
insured in July show that a new high record 
of employment was reached during the 
summer. Building maintains its position as 
the largest integrated industry in the rege | 
from the point of view of employment. It 
is responsible for the employment of 1,035,290 
workpeople, as compared with 868,360 in coal- 
mining and 613,910 in general engineering, 
including the employment of. 1,022,950 males, 
as compared with 864,510 in coal-mining and 
560,080 in*general engineering. 


Building Plan Figures.. 

The building plan figures continue to give 
favourable indication, taking into account the 
increased Government work outside their 
scope, and the outlook is in marked contrast 
with that of a few months ago, when, with 
figures considerably. below those of last year, 
with difficulties regarding steel deliveries and 
uncertainty as to the trend of costs, a some- 
what gloomy view was taken of the future 
of the industry, which was not shared by 
‘The Survey,’’ and was not warranted by 
the real facts. . To-day the plan figures have 
practically recovered their level of a year 


ago, a new record of employment has been 


established; the position with regard ‘to steel 
supplies is easier and the prices of building 
materials are steady, with some tendency. to 
decline. 


The improved position of public works, con- - 
tracting is maintained, allowing for normal. 


seasonal movements. The. - unemployed 
insurance statistics for July show that a new 
high record level has been reached, 294,110 
operatives being insured in that month, as 


compared with the previous peak of 290,370. 


in 1932. 


Planning Public Works. 

The policy advocated by the Building 
Industries National Council of planning public 
works in advance on a long-term programme 
so that plans can be released immediately at 
the outset of a recession, continues to receive 
influential support. Lord Horne, chairman 
of the -G.W.R., stated recently that the com- 
pany had -plans for work to the value of 
‘* millions of pounds ” ready for release when 
industry was less active. He added: ‘‘ That 
was a wise. course, for they would be able 
to get supplies at a cheaper price, and at 
the same time they would be able to provide 
work for people when the present activity 
was over.”’ The existence of'a reserve of 
work will provide a firm basis for confidence 
in the future. 

The building materials industries continue 
to be very active for the time of the year. 
It is anticipated that, if the weather is 
normal during the coming months, the 
seasonal downward movement will be less 
this winter than usual, owing to the urgency 
of work on Government contracts and to the 
fact that the easier position with regard to 


_ steel supplies will enable work hgged 


hampered to go ahead more rapidly. The 
outlook continues favourable, particularly in 
the case of materials for the larger structures, 
especially in view of the stabilisation of steel 
prices.

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TOWN PLANNING 
PROGRESS 


Speakine recently on Town Planning, Sir 
Kingsley Wood, Minister of Health, said that - 


‘so far as the country generally was con. 


cerned, during the last five years considerable 
advance ‘could be recorded. Since the Town 
and Country Planning Act came into opera- 
tion most of the larger. urban. authorities jn: 
England had taken power to prepare a plan- 
ning scheme for the whole or a greater part 
of their city, and they were now hard at work 
formulating proposals. Another encouraging 
feature was the progress which had _ been 
made towards the completion of schemes in 
areas of all types. One ‘hundred and seventy. 
two schemes had already been submitted to 
the Department for approval under the Act 
of 1932; while another 155 had taken shape 
locally, and were at the present time the gub- 
ject of local discussion. 


An even more direct appeal to the majority : 
of English people was found in the strides : 
which had been made in the planning and 
preservation of the countryside. When the 
Act was passed only nine million odd acres of 
land in England and Wales were under con- ' 
trol; the figure had now expanded to over 23 
million acres. Many country local authorities 
had joined together in regional committees, 
many of them on a country-wide basis, to 
secure, so far as they could, that the country 
should be properly planned in its relation to 
the town, and that the disfigurement of 
natural beauty which had been so lamentable ‘ 
a characteristic of some of the post-War 


development should cease, 


YORKSHIRE FEDERATED |

THe Annual Report of the Yorkshire 
Federation of Building Trade Employers, 
presented at the annual meeting held in Leeds. 
on December 9, contained reference to the 
continued activity. of the building trade, 
despite pessimistic forecasts.. . . 

The Report stated that pessimistic fore- 
casts were put forward in certain quarters 
that there would be a marked decline in hous- 
ing in the near future, but it was interesting ~ 
to note that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
pointed out that there was a. considerable 
amount of building work to be done in con- 
nection with carrying -eut Government 
schemes for slum clearance, overcrowding, ete. . 
Similarly, recent figures. showed: that the 

lans submitted for houses: to «be built by 
ocal authorities had been responsible for up- 
holding -the -building plan figures. The in-. 
dustrial. and commercial building and con- , 
tracting sections of the industry. also were 
maintaining. their level of output. 

It was pleasing to note that the position of : 
public works contracting had considerably im- 
proved; the policy, advocated by the Build- 
ing Industries National Council, that -plans 
should: be prepared ready to be released as 
rearmament activities .slackened, having -re- 
ceived increased support. The Council 
pointed out that economic: preparedness for a 
recessicn of trade ranked with economic pre- 
paredness for war; both were concerned with » 
safeguarding the standard of life of the popu-. 
lation. et rae : an 

The prospect of furthér increase of wages 
for building trade operatives is foreshadowed 
in the Report, which stated that the cost-of- 
living figures for the first’ten months: of the 
present ‘year. showed an ‘average figure: of 
53 °1-10th; and it would appear that, unless 
there was a. further ‘substantial increase im 
the cost-of-living figures during the remain- 
ing two months, the cost-of-living adjustment 
to be due on February 1, 1938, would involve 
an increase of $d. an hour for craftsmen, with 
the labourers’ rate adjusted: proportionately.

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ANNUAL DINNER. 


Mason Lustre Suincteron, 0.B.E., 
M.LStruct.E., President, presided on Thurs- 
day, December 9, at the annual dinner of the 
London Master Builders’ Association at the 
Connaught Rooms, Great Queen-street, 

.C.2. 

We George Hicks, M.P., President of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives, proposing the toast of ‘‘ The 
London Master Builders’ Association,” said : 
“ Your organisation is a wonderful one; you 
have done a tremendous amount of good work 
for the pails industry, and I hope that you 
will carry on that good work. I do feel, how- 
ever, that there is much more work for you 
to do. I am a believer in peace in industry, 
and if the problems which arise are 
approached with understanding and sympathy 
by employers and operatives they will be sur- 
mounted without difficulty. The building 
industry has the largest number of operatives 
of any in the country; they total no fewer 
than 1,030,000.” 

Continuing, the speaker said that if one took 
a rational view of our great cities and towns 
to-day there must be very substantial amend- 
ments as regards location and density of indus- 

He regretted that they weré compelled 
to build some types of houses which resembled 
barracks, and that density of industry, plan- 
ning and sense of location had not been more 
highly developed If those points were recog- 
nised there would be greater opportunity for 
people to live in healthy surroundings. Our 
streets were absolutely ridiculous and obsolete. 
There was not a street in the City of London 
to-day which was not out of date. One could 
push a wheel-barrow through the Strand 
quicker than one could drive a car. ‘‘ Some 
day there will be a change, and we are the 
people who will be called upon to do the 
work,’’ concluded the speaker. _ 


The President’s Speech. 

Responding, Major Shingleton said : ‘‘ The 
accord which exists to-day between architects, 
quantity surveyors, builders and operatives is 
exemplified by the liaison committee of archi- 
tects and builders, on which the quantity sur- 
veyors are represented, and which is carrying 
out work of the greatest benefit to all con- 
cerned, and is at the present time engaged 
upon the difficult task of formulating a speci- 
fication for timber used in the building trade, 
which would replace the obsolete terms found 
in many specificatione to-day. , 

* This accord is also evident in the excellent 
relations which exist between this Association 
and the Operatives’ Federation; differences 
there are bound to be, but when they occur 
they are settled by the procedure provided for 
this purpose—Disputes Commissions. In the 
course of the year a good number of these 
have been held, and have undoubtedly been 
the means of preventing strikes and more 
serious troubles. These Disputes Commissions 
are held in a spirit of mutual toleration and 

rance and in a real endeavour to under- 
stand each other’s point of view. Taking into 


_ Consideration the large number of men em- 


ployed in the industry, the number of disputes 
is not large. although J think there are more 
than there should be. 
Employers, architects, builders, quantity 
surveyors and operatives are all partners in 
1s great industry, and mutaal confidence is 


- *ssential for its success and progress. 


Unjustified Forms of Contract. 
sii Many years ago there may have been 
uilders who were arrant rogues, but this is 
Not so at the present time, and those who are 
to-day controlling reputable building firms are 
men of an integrity equal to that of their em- 
P and the architects supervising their 
pt 3 yet there are found a few architects, 
and some local authorities, who require the 
der to sign a form of contract giving the 
t or engineer such powers as to admit 
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of no reference to arbitrafion in the unhappy 
event of a dispute, and which would be justi- 
fied only if the present-day builder was a 
thoroughly dishonest and unreliable person. 

“The R.I.B.A. 1931 Form of Contract is 
now recognised by all fair-minded people as a 
just and reasonable form of contract, and 
recently this Contract, in a slightly different 
form, has been agreed and published for the 
especial use of local authorities, and we ask 
that its adoption should now become general 
by municipal and local authorities throughout 
this Metropolis and the rest of the country. 

“‘The building trade in London and the 
country during the past year,” continued the 
speaker, ‘‘ although enjoying a measure of 
prosperity compared with the slump years, 
has had difficult times owing to the fluctuation 
of prices for certain materials, and great 
delays in the delivery of steel. This has 
undoubtedly restricted to some extent building 
in London, and may, in the opinion of some, 
be a blessing in disguise, by postponing non- 
essential work to a later date, and thus, per- 
haps, in some measure levelling up work, and 
thereby helping to mitigate the effects of a 
possible slump in a few years’ time. 

‘“* Prices of materials at the present time 
seem to have become rather more stabilised 
and have permitted the withdrawal of the 


- qualifying tender slip, and we expect de- 


liveries of steel to improve during next year. 

‘“‘ Tt is an extraordinary thing that although 
there is a fair amount of work for builders, 
yet we are still pricing bills of auantities at 
rates which, considering the difficulties and 
risks we run, may not. and often do not, give 
us a fair return on the capital we emplov. 
We have only ourselves to blame for this 
state of affairs, and the remedy is in our own 
hands, if we would only take it. 


Cost of Tendering. 

‘‘ There is one cause of considerable extra 
expense and waste of money in building 
which I should like to refer to—that is, the 
cost of tendering. Some tendering there muat 
be; but surely it could be more limited and 
not such a fetish made of obtaining a Jow 
price. I think sometimes it is overlooked 
that there are qualities of building. as there 
are, say. of motor-cars: no one would expect 
to be able to buy a Rolls-Royce car at the 
price of a Ford. 

“It is customary, I believe, at this dinner 
for the President to mention some of the 
activities of our Association during the past 
year, and in this connection I would refer to 
the following: We have evolved an Appren- 
ticeship Scheme, with which the operatives 
are in agreement. whereby lads will be able 
to be apprenticed to our Association direct, 
and placed bv this Association with their 
members, and thus overcome the difficulty our 
members have exverienced in the past, in 
being unable to take as many apprentices as: 
they would like, owing to the uncertainty of 
being able to give them emvlovment during 
the whole period of their indenture. 


Territorial Force. 


‘We have also initiated in London a 
scheme whereby members of the Tert.torial 
Force in the employ of members of this Asso- 
ciation are recompensed their loss of wages 
while in camp, and are ensured re-employ- 
ment after camp. _ This scheme has been par- 
ticularly commended by the War Office, as an 
assistance towards recruiting for the Terri- 
torial Force. 

**T cannot conclude without expressing my 
personal gratitude to my colleagues in the 
Association for their great help to me in 
making my year of office a most happy one, 
and to Mr. Rudderham and his staff for their 
ready assistance, and to the large amount of 
work thvy have got through in what has been 
a very busy year for them. In Mr. Rudder- 
ham I have found, as have previous Presi- 
dents, a gentleman whose whole heart and 
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soul is in the Association, and that nothing is 
too much trouble to him to ensure the.welfare 
of the Association and as easy a time as 
possible for its President.

Proposed Community Centre, Islington. 

A recommendation that a compulsory pur- 
chase order for the acquisition of various 
dweiling-houses and premises in Furlong-road, 
N.7, has been adypted- by Islington Borough 
Council.

Moreover, the replies relate to the 
specific subject of each inquiry and are not 
necessarily suitable for general application to 
all similar problems. 


Dampness in Buildings. 

It was explained in: the last issue of these 
notes (The Builder, November 19) that in 
view of the number of inquiries received 
during the winter months on dampness in 
external walls, it was proposed to issue a 
series of notes on the subject. In the last 
issue damp entering from ground or roofs 
was discussed. Below the problem presented 
by general damp penetration through walls is 
considered. 


(ii) General Damp Penetration Through 
Walls. 

The penetration of moisture through solid 
walls is perhaps the most frequent cause of 
d&mpness in buildings. The effects may vary 
in extent from general dampness of severely 
exposed walls and a tendency for condensa- 
tion on all internal surfaces to penetration so 
severe that the building becomes virtually 
uninhabitable. Sometimes there is uncertainty 
as to whether dampness on the inner surface 
of external walls is due to penetration or con- 
densation. The cause. can generally be 
identified. | Dampness due to condensation 
may occur before rain or after very slight 
rain, and most often when a spell of warm, 
humid weather succeeds a_ cold, frosty 
period. Dampness due to _ penetration 
generally only occurs after severe rains, and 
will usually be more pronounced in the upper 
parts of the building, but not where the wall 
is shielded by eaves, cornices. or similar 
features. It usually takes a considerable time 
to dissipate by internal heating, as distinct 
from dampness due to condensation, which 
may be disposed of in an hour or so, being 
purely superficial. 

The general penetration of unprotected solid 
masonry of normal construction may occur, as 
the result of capillary action, either through 
the building unit and mortar if they are 
porous, or through fine cracks between the 
units and the mortar. (Cases resulting from 
faulty design and construction are considered 
later. ’ 

It ), only on rare occasions, actually, that 
the porosity of building units or of mortar is 
wholly responsible for extensive penetration. 
Usually, the occurrence of fine cracks between 
the units and the mortar, formed as a result 
of poor adhesion of the mortar or shrinkage 
when it dries, is by far the more important 


factor. Indeed, up to a point a porous surface © 


is an advantage, for rain, instead of running 


‘down the wall and being drawn into cracks, is 


absorbed and, subsequently, dried out by 
evaporation. One of the worst conditions 
may, in fact, arise when the wall is faced 
with impervious units and the joints are 
defective. Rainwater flowing over the im- 
pervious surface of the wall may be drawn 
im considerable quantities through shrinkage 
cracks between the mortar and the building 
units. 
more porous materials these may - become 
saturated and, as drying is prevented by the 
impervious facing, may remain wet for long 
periods. - 

Gross penetration often occurs immediately 
below impervious external surfaces, such as 
tile hanging, rendering or large windows. 
This is due to the large flow of water from 
such surfaces. 

It is not possible to suggest methods of 
building solid walls which will, under all 
conditions of exposure, be completely immune

It will be realised that these present 
remarks refer solely to damp - penetration 
through solid walls. _A_ cavity wall, _ if 
properly constructed, eliminates all risk of 
damp penetration from the above-mentioned 
causes, as will be pointed out later.- 

Every case of general penetration must 
necessarily be considered individually. It is 
impossible to suggest a remedy which will be 
equally economical ‘in all 
cases. 

The remedies usually adopted are: (1) 
Repointing. (2) Treatment: by waterproofers 
endering. (4) The provision 
of a ‘“‘ watershed,’’ such as tile- hanging.

ing prevents the formation of feather edges 
against the external surface, which may curl 
and permit the entry of moisture, and the 
consolidation prevents the formation of large 
shrinkage cracks.

(2) Treatment BY WATERPROOFERS OR 
Paints.—The surface treatment of walls may 
consist of applications of colourless water- 
proofers, oil paints, bitumen paints or pro- 
prietary paints, described as ‘“‘ stone paints. 
Surface treatments of brick and masonry 
walls must, like the painting of timber, be 
regarded as processes requiring renewal after 
a period, but this period will be very 
different. according to the type of material 
used. Colourless waterproofers may require 
renewal after a year or so. The probable life 
of really suitable ‘‘ stone paints ’’ cannot yet 
be estimated with any certainty, but they may 
certainly be expected to remain in good con 
dition for five years, and their useful life may 

uite likely be very much longer than t 
the colourless waterproofers are chiefly us 
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nm penetration is due to the blocks or 
a bs rather too permeable for the 


situation. : 
Decayed walls or masonry built of units 
in which cracks and crevices occur, or with 
defective pointing or badly cracked joints, are 
not suitable subjects for surface treatments, 
and the wall must first be brought to a good 
surface by appropriate methods. The applica- 
tion of paints should be made when the wall 
is thoroughly dry, and all structural defects 
should be made ge before treatment. It is, 
however, claimed for some waterproofers thas 
they may be effectively used on wet walls. 
It is most important that when colourless 
waterproofers are used all defects be made 
previously, as materials of this class 
cannot be expected to bridge cracks or fill 


fissures. 


A Smoky Chimney. 
The owner of a 16th-century house was 


‘troubled with lack of draught in the flue of 


en fireplace containing a dog grate. 
. Be aireadly aware of the methods which 
have been successfully applied by the Station 
in dealing with modern fireplaces, but he 
wished inow whether these principles could 
be used in this case without affecting the 
character of the fireplace. The methods in 
question were derived from an essay on 
Chimney Fireplaces published by Count 
Rumford in 1796, and of which an abridge- 
ment appeared in the issue of 7'he Builder 
dated July 23, 1937. The inquirer forwarded 
a diagram of the existing construction. 

Repty.—Large open fires are often trouble- 
some because a large amount of cold air may 
be drawn into the flue, which may cool the 
flue gases and thus reduce their tendency to 
rise. The provision of a correctly dimen- 
sioned ‘‘throat’’ to the fireplace, placed 
directly above the fire, would ensure that 
the flue would not be overloaded and would 
only admit flue gases and air previously 
warmed by the fire. Further, if a flat 
“smoke-shelf ’’ were built around the 
“throat,’? any downdraught or convection 
currents would be turned upwards and join 
the normal upward current instead of divert- 
ing the flue gases and smoke into the room. 

A difficulty often experienced in dealing 
with large fireplaces is the fact that the 
chimney opening is frequently sloped off 
very gradually to join the flue, thus formin 
an abnormally large smoke chamber. Unti 
the air in this chamber is evenly warmed by 
the flue gases, convection currents occur 
which may cause puffs of smoke to emerge 
from the fireplace. The cost of remedying 
this defect may be almost prohibitive. 

Rumford advocated sloping the sides of 
large fireplaces to prevent the formation of 
air eddies, but in the case now under dis- 
cussion the fire almost filled the fireplace 
and was set well back. It was therefore con- 
sidered that this part of the construction 
would be superfluous. In any event, if it 
were found to be necessary it could be carried 
out after the effect of the “‘ throat’’ and 
“smoke-shelf ’’ had been ascertained. 


The sketch of a suggested reconstruction 
shows the new work ‘‘ hatched.’’ (Seep. 1128.) 
A cowl had been fixed on the chimney, 
and it was recommended that this should be 
removed before testing the alterations, as it 
was of smaller diameter than the flue, and 
therefore tended to restrict the draught. 
was advised in forming the “‘ throat’’ 
so that the sizes on the diagram were adhered 
to, which ensures that the area of the 
roat’’ is equal to the effective cross- 
sectional area of the flue.

Galvanised Iron in Concrete. 


_ Im a recent note on the cracking of cement 
by embedded aluminium plates, the statement 
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was made that aluminium, zinc and galvan- 
ised iron cannot _safely be embedded in con- 
crete unless completely protected by an 
application of bituminous paint or other 
suitable material. The Station is indebted 
to a correspondent whose letter has served 
to call attention to the fact that the inclusion 
of galvanised iron with aluminium and zinc 
in this statement, as though it applied with 
equal emphasis in all three cases, is mislead- 
ing. The case of galvanised iron does, in 
fact, merit special consideration. With gal- 
vanised iron and steel embedded in concrete 
the corrosion will not progress beyond the 
coating itself, for dense concrete is protec- 


tive of iron and steel, and there is unlikely 
to be any injury to the concrete owing to the 


thinness of the coating. Where trouble may- 
arise is at the point of emergence of the gal- 
vanised iron from the concrete, for there the 
removal of the zinc coating may be followed 
by prverenre corrosion of the iron. It is 
at this point that a coating of paint is useful. 
Even so, it is only with structures from which 
a long life is expected that the matter is 
of first importance, for the Station would 
not dissent from the view that no general 
modification of current practice in the matter 
of embedding galvanised iron or steel in con- 
crete is needed.
